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This paper is being filed in response to the Office Action mailed 
August 11, 2003, setting forth an election of species requirement. In 
the Office Action, the Examiner issued an election requirement under 
35 use 121, requiring an election of species for pending claims 24, 
27, and 30-38. 

The Examiner asserts that the application contains claims 
directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention: breast cancer, prostate cancer or ovarian cancer. 
Applicant hereby elects to prosecute claims directed to prostate 
cancer in this application. It is believed that pending claims 24, 
27, and 30-38 read on the elected species. 

The Examiner also asserts that the application contains claims 
directed to the following distinct species of the claimed invention; 
Doxorubicin, 5-Fluorouracil , Cytosine arabinoside , Cyclophosphamide , 
Thiotepa, Busulfan, Cytoxin, Taxol, Methotrexate, Cisplatin, 
Melphalan, Vinblastine, or Carboplatin. Applicant hereby elects to 
prosecute claims directed to Doxorubicin in this application. It is 
believed that pending claim 35 reads on the elected species. 
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The Examiner further asserts that the application contains claims 
directed to the following distinct species of the claimed invention: 
polyethylene glycol, polypropylene glycol, or polyoxyalkylene . 
Applicant hereby elects to prosecute claims directed to polyethylene 
glycol in this application. It is believed that pending claim 36 
reads on the elected species. 
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
